In practice, Holy Years, 
marked about every 25 years 
in modern times, have been

spiritu al,

manifestation of profound 
piety and of the unity of the 
C h u rch ,”

Vatican Secretary of State 
Cardinal Jean Villot. 
But this year, while the 
emphasis will still be on the 
life of the spirit, it will also 
be directed outward, em ­ 
phasizing 
reconciliation, 
C hristian unity and the 
search for peace. 
A Remarkable Parallel 
American Catholics will 
find a rem arkable parallel in 
a document written by Rabbi 
M arc 
H . 
T anenbaum 
spelling out the origins of 
Holy Year observance in the 
celebration of the Jewish 
Jubilee year. 
The Jubilee is described in 
the Old Testament book of 
Leviticus: “ And you shall 
hallow the fiftieth year, and 
proclaim liberty throughout 
the 
land 
unto 
all 
the 
inhabitants thereof ; it shall 
be a jubilee unto you; and 
you shall return every man 
unto his possession; and you 
shall return every man unto 
his family.” 
According to I anenbaum , 
who serves as national inter­ 
religious affairs director, the 
Jubilee “ had for its aim the 
em an cip atio n of the i n ­ 
dividual from the shackles of 
poverty, and the elimination 
of 
the 
various 
economic 
inequalities in the Jewish 
C om m onw ealth 
in 
a c ­ 


cordance with the demands 
of social justice.” 
Four Obligations 
Tenenbaum set out four 
obligations, “all of which 
focus on realizing liberation 
in the actual life of the 
people of 
God 
as 
basic 
preco n d itio n s” 
to 
their 
spiritual liberation: 
—H um an: liberation of the 
slaves. 
— E c o n o m i c : 
t h e

In term s of the “liberation 
of the land,” the Jubilee 
Year was linked the “ Sab­ 
bath Y ear.” 
According to 
Tanenbaum, the Jews were 
allowed to cultivate their 
fields and vinyards for six 
years but during the seven or 
Sabbath year, the land was 
to lie fallow. 
“The Israelite m ay not 
during that y ear till it 
himself or allow anyone to do 
so on his behalf,

baum said. “Just as the 
freedom of the individual 
was a fundamental principal 
of the Torah, so was the 
freedom of the land from the 
absolute ownership of man .”
